Woman

A WOMAN who stockpiled 
around 100 rat infested 
black bags of rubbish in her 
garden at her home in Dud¬ 
ley has landed a court bill of 
almost £750. 

Vicky Parfitt, aged 20, col¬ 
lected the pile of rubbish in 
her garden at Watsons 
Green Road, Dudley magis¬ 
trates heard. 

Dudley Council received 
complaints about the waste, 
and made several attempts 
to ask Ms Parfitt to get it 
cleared, including an 
enforcement notice served 
in August last year. 

But the court heard how 
she continued to ignore the 
legal order, and the council 
arranged for around 100 
bags to be disposed of from 
the property. 

They also found rats living 
in some of the bags. 

Magistrates fined Parfitt 
£175, ordered her to pay 
£295 costs, £264 compensa¬ 
tion and a £15 victim sur¬ 
charge on March 8. 

Councillor David Stanley, 
cabinet member for environ¬ 
ment and culture, said: 
“This sends out a clear mes¬ 
sage that we will enforce the 
law to keep this borough 
clean and tidy.

A MULTI-MILLION POUND project to 
revamp Dudley’s biggest tourist attractions 
has been kick-started with a ground-break¬ 
ing ceremony for the borough’s new 
archives centre. 

Government minister Baroness Joan 
Hanham was invited to turn the first spade 
of soil on the site in Tipton Road, near the 
Black Country Living Museum. 

Dudley Archives will pave the way for a 
wider £10.1 million regeneration plan for 
Castle Hill linking Dudley Zoo, the Black 
Country Living Museum and Dudley Canal 
Trust waterways. 

Baroness Hanham was joined by Dudley 
Council leader Councillor Les Jones and 


Dudley Zoo chief executive Peter Suddock 
for the event lasy week. 

“Regeneration projects are vital at the 
present time, and I’ve been very impressed 
by the enthusiasm shown by Dudley Coun¬ 
cil, other organisations and businesses for 
this project,” she said. 

“Tourism is a great way of bringing more 
people into the area, and I think the whole 
West Midlands would benefit from having a 
new tourist destination.” 

It is hoped the centre, which will house 
Dudley’s archives dating back to the 12th 
Century, will be completed by summer 
2013. 

Dudley Archives, which is costing £6m, 


will have a local history library, conserva¬ 
tion studio, lecture theatre and conference 
rooms. 

At the same time a new road will be built 
between the museum and zoo as part of a 
£10m revamp that will also include a new 
visitor centre and car park. 

Baroness Hanham had started her visit 
to Dudley by visiting the zoo and meeting 
staff and chief executive Peter Suddock. 

She heard of the zoo’s £1 million renova¬ 
tion plans including a proposed medieval- 
themed experience in the 11th century 
Dudley Castle and was given adoption 
papers for the zoo’s Sumatran tiger called 
Daseep.

city status 
bid again, 
says leader 

DUDLEY will look to bid for 
city status again after being 
rejected this time, council 
leader Les Jones has said. 

The borough lost out 
Chelmsford, Perth and St 
Asaph in its bid to become a 
city for the Queen’s Dia¬ 
mond Jubilee. 

But Councillor Jones tsaid 
he was keen to try again - if 
the council had more time to 
draw up its bid. 

Dudley, which has a popu¬ 
lation of more than 300,000, 
had hoped to follow in the 
footsteps of Wolverhampton, 
which became a city in 2000. 

Councillor Jones said the 
authority joined the applica¬ 
tion process later than oth¬ 
ers and in future they would 
get involved from the start. 

He said: “I would defi¬ 
nitely consider making 
another bid if the opportu¬ 
nity came up. 

“I would like to have a bit 
more notice and have time 
to get some more public sup¬ 
port behind the bid. 

“We will have to see what 
the circumstances.” 

Stourbridge MP Margot 
James said: “Although I was 
right behind Dudley’s bid for 
city status, it’s not the be all 
and end all of the region’s 
prosperity so there is noth¬ 
ing to be dispirited about.” 


However, they said regen¬ 
eration projects would see 
local towns transformed in 
the coming years. 

Dudley’s city bid, which 
covered the whole borough,, 
attracted some critics who 
feared other towns such as 
Stourbridge would be ove 
shadowed. 

The council said city sta¬ 
tus would have attract 
investment from across the 
globe, and insisted the appli¬ 
cation process had “helped 
Dudley get noticed”. 

Recent figures showed 
Dudley had the highest pro¬ 
portion of empty shops in 
the country, at 35 per cent. 

An application for a Gov¬ 
ernment-funded enterprise 
zone was rejected last year. 

But the council has out¬ 
lined plans for its own enter¬ 
prise zone and a £1 million 
business fund to support 
firms and help create jobs. 

Boost 

Dudley Council leader 
Councillor Les Jones said: 
“City status would have 
given us a big boost and 
attracted investment but the 
bid itself has raised our pro¬ 
file. 

“Everyone can see from 
the amount of projects we 
have ongoing at the moment 
that this is an exciting time.” 

Regeneration chief Coun¬ 
cillor Angus Adams said he 
was disappointed but added: 
“I don’t think this will deter 
potential investors.” 

Dudley North MP Ian 
Austin said: “I refuse to 
accept our best days are 
behind us.” 

Dudley Chamber of Com¬ 
merce chairman Paul Ben¬ 
nett said residents should 
“not be too despondent”.

duvet day 

COUNCIL workers have 
asked their bosses for a free 
“duvet day” as well as a bonus 
sick day for a year’s perfect 
attendance. Staff were asked 
for suggestions to help cut 
average sickness absence 
from 10 days per employee. 

Amid the highest levels of 
unemployment in 17 years, 
Sandwell Council staff have 
asked for a free duvet day, 
which would not count as a 
sick day or leave, to drop 
average sickie numbers by at 
least one day per worker.

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Protesters regrouping over quarry battle

in brief 


CAMPAIGNERS in Wall Heath are mus¬ 
tering their forces for a renewed battle 
after the owners of a proposed quarry 
switched access to the site to a stretch of 
road they say is an accident blackspot. 

FG Davis & Sons is now asking Stafford¬ 
shire County Council to approve its 
scheme for a new quarry on a 19-acre site 
in the village, but with access on to Mile 
Flat, rather than the originally-proposed 
Swindon Road. 

The company says its proposals will 
safeguard and create jobs. The firm says if 
the scheme is rejected, it will be a “very 


sad day for families, business and the 
industry.” 

But the Quarries Fighting Fund cam¬ 
paign now says it needs to raise more cash 
to add its formal objections to the revised 
access. 

Notoriously 

“Mile Flat is a fast, unlit road with no 
pavement and the new proposed entrance 
and exit to the quarry is on a 45 degree 
kink in the road, which is a notoriously bad 
bend where vehicles have been known to 
overturn,” said campaign leader Dave 
Tyler. “It will be even worse with the addi¬ 


tional mud and slime on the road if this 
development goes ahead. 

“We now need even more people to come 
forward and donate so that we can prepare 
the additional response we need following 
the amendments to the plans.” 

Besides amending proposals for the new 
quarry, FG Davis & Sons has also changed 
to its application to extend the use of its 
existing operation in nearby Enville Road, 
Wall Heath. 

It had applied to extend the time it has 
to fill in the quarry workings in Enville 
Road by three years from October 31 2013 


- but has now reduced that to an 18-month 
extension. 

Mike Davis, director of FG Davis & Sons, 
said the proposed changes had been put 
forward following talks with the county 
council and responses from the general 
public. 

Deposits 

“The locations of quarries are ulti¬ 
mately governed by where the deposits are 
in the ground. 

“These deposits are fundamental to the 
construction industry and affiliated indus¬ 
tries,” added Mr Davis. 


Workers wanted to give 
new lease of life to club 


A DERELICT former labour club in Brierley Hill 
could be given a new lease of life as a com¬ 
munity cafe. Members of the group, Insight 
for Carers, want to open up the boarded-up 
building in Pearson Street which has stood 


empty for two years. 

But they are rallying 
tradesmen and volunteers 
to help them make the 
project a reality. 

The group was set up 
three years ago by carer 
Marc Carter. 

Offering support to 
carers, the group has been 
based at the Brierley Hill 
Project, in South Street, 
where members have run a 
cafe. 

But due to the success 
and popularity of the 
service, members wanted to 
secure bigger premises and 
have taken up a lease on the 
labour club. 

“We have been so grateful 
to the support of the Brier¬ 
ley Hill Project but we have 
been lucky enough to find 
our own place,” Mr Carter 
said. 

“Carers often feel so iso¬ 
lated and alone and they 
don’t ask for much so we 
just try to offer support.” 

Plans include creating a 
new cafe and a sensory 
room. But the group need 
help with the substantial 
building works including 
fitting a heating and hot 
water system. 



The group is seeking dec¬ 
orators, plasterers and elec¬ 
tricians who came give time 
to help out and building 
materials. Windows also 
need replacing and new 
doors fitted to the empty 
building. 

Project co-ordinator 
Loraine Stockton added: 
“We are hoping that it will 
be a thriving centre for the 
community. 

“The main structure of 
the building is fine but a lot 
of work is still needed. 

Inviting 

“It will be for carers pre¬ 
dominately but we’re also 
inviting the public to come 
down.”

Care home kicking led to inspection 


CARE inspectors who called in 
police because of concerns about a 
former Stourbridge retirement 
home witnessed two residents 
kicking each other as staff did 
nothing, says a report. 

The Care Quality Commission 
(CQC) has published its report on 
standards at Westfield Lodge, in 
Norton Road. 

It found there were concerns that 
people living there were at risk of 
harm. The owner of Westfield Lodge 
was Dennis Dawes, with co-owner 


Carron Hobbs managing the home. 

Mr Dawes gave 28 days’ notice to 
the authorities on July 6 that he was 
voluntarily closing the home and the 
18 residents were moved to other 
homes before it eventually shut on 
August 4. 

The report said the inspections, 
on June 22 and 30 and July 12 last 
year, followed allegations made to 
the CQC and Dudley Council about 
the safety of the people living there. 

It said the registered manager 
was suspended as part of a “safe¬ 


guarding” investigation by police 
and the local authority. A local 
authority manager was then asked 
to oversee the home until it closed. 

The report, which also raised con¬ 
cerns about residents’ nutrition, 
how medicines were managed and 
the safety of the premises, said four 
members of staff were suspended 
pending investigation. 

The report stated that many of 
the residents had dementia and 
challenging behaviour which could 
result in them hurting other 


people - but there were no risk 
assessments for staff as to how to 
reduce such risks. 

The CQC report said: “We saw 
two people kicking each other under 
the table and swearing at each other 
during lunchtime on our first visit. 

“Staff ignored this behaviour as 
instructed to do so by the manager. 

“Incidents where people had 
harmed each other had not been 
reported to us or the local authority 
safeguarding team. ” 

Miss Hobbs refused to comment.

St Mary’s RC Primary School 
pupil Harley Smith had tried to 
tackle a chip pan fire at his home in 
North View Drive, Harts Hill, last 


December using a wet towel. He 
decided to fetch his neighbours who 
called in emergency crews to put 
out the fire and led his mother 
Noelle to safety. 

Members of Brierley Hill fire 
station’s blue watch attended the 
fire last year. 

They came down to his school 
recently to give a talk and a demon¬ 
stration of what can happen if 
people attempt to put out a fire 


themselves. Watch Commander 
Nick Lacey said: “Harley did a great 
job in raising the alarm and telling 
us what had happened so that we 
could get everyone out safely and 
extinguish the blaze. 

“And while we understand the 
reasons people might try to tackle 
some fires themselves, we cannot 
stress enough how important it is 
for people to get out, stay out and 
phone 999. 


“Thankfully, Harley and his 
mum managed to escape, but the 
outcome could have been so much 
worse, even fatal and others might 
not be quite so lucky.” 

“By talking to friends and rela¬ 
tives about what they have seen and 
learned, we hope our vital fire 
safety messages will spread far 
beyond the school playground and 
into the community,” added Com¬ 
mander Lacey.

Nightclub bouncer is jailed over weapons 


A NIGHTCLUB bouncer has been jailed 
for six year after being caught with a 
stash of weapons including a sawn-off 
shotgun. 

Police found a shortened pump action 
shotgun and an Italian army pistol in 
David Griffiths’s van, along with ammu¬ 
nition. 

A stun gun disguised as a mobile phone 
and a CS gas cannister were later discov¬ 
ered at the home of the 36-year-old, 
revealed prosecutor David Lees at 
Wolverhampton Crown Court last week. 

A delivery driver phoned 999 after spot¬ 


ting two men transferring a “rifle” from a 
Mercedes car to a van. 

The alarm was raised after the incident 
was witnessed in a car park at Stamford 
Street, Amblecote, Stourbridge, on 
Sunday August 25, the court was told. 

Description 

Police went to the scene and arrested 
Griffiths who matched the description 
given by the caller, continued Mr Lees. 

The 12-bore, shortened, shotgun, 
handgun with its serial number erased 
and six live shotgun cartridges were 


found in bags in the defendant’s van, the 
court heard. The stun gun and German 
CS gas cannister were later discovered in 
a clothes drawer at the house where he 
lived. 

When interviewed by police he gave a 
pre-prepared statement that read: “I 
understand that the police have found a 
weapon inside my van. 

“I have no knowledge of these firearms 
and there will be nothing to forensically 
connect me to them.” 

Griffiths, of Walton Close, Halesowen, 
who has an 11-year-old daughter, admit¬ 


ted four offences of possessing prohibited 
weapons. He named the man who phoned 
him at work earlier that day asking him 
to “look after” the firearms for a short 
time, the court was told. 

Cannister 

Mr Adrian Maxwell, defending, said: 
“They came from somebody he under¬ 
stood held a licence for them.” 

The lawyer claimed the stun gun and 
gas cannister had been put away and for¬ 
gotten after being confiscated by Grif¬ 
fiths while working as a doorman.

to be focus 
for revamp 

THE WATERWAYS running through Stour¬ 
bridge could be lined with shops, green 
spaces and visitor facilities under plans to 
revamp the town. 

Land around Mill Race Lane would be 
opened up for development - with the River 
Stour being used as a focal point. Walkways 
would be created along the Stourbridge 
Branch Canal, with plans for new homes 
nearby. The Stourbridge Wharf area has 
been included in the Stourbridge Area 
Action Plan, which sets out the ambitions for 
the town in the coming decades. 

The council hopes a hotel and homes can 
be built around Mill Race Lane to stand 
alongside industrial units. 

Footpaths and cycle lanes would run 
alongside the Stour, which flows through the 
patch of land earmarked for the revamp, 
while the banks would be cleared and green¬ 
ery planted. 

Seats and information signs would line the 
canals, with improved facilities for barges, 
and more green spaces for wildlife. 

Regeneration bosses hope having build¬ 
ings overlooking the canal would increase 
people’s safety and encourage them to use it. 

The council is looking for potential 
investors for the plans - and will draw up 
bids for European and Government funding. 
It comes as a Save our Stour group was set 
up by residents hoping to clean up the river. 

The plan states: “Parts of the River Stour 
and Stourbridge Branch Canal corridors 
currently suffer from a poor quality environ¬ 
ment. The river is often referred to as the 
‘lost River Stour’ as this area currently 
remains hidden.”

DETAILED plans for a restoration 
project for four historic buildings 
at Dudley Zoo including its iconic 
wave entrance have been lodged 
with the council. 

Bosses at the attraction have submitted 
an application for listed building planning 
consent for the Tecton structures to be 
returned to their former glory with the help 
of lottery cash. As well as the entrance, the 
bear ravine, a kiosk and the former Station 
Cafe, which is now used as the Safari Shop, 
will also be refurbished under the scheme. 

The Tectons, which date back to 1937, 
were made using pre-stressed concrete, and 
architects were able to mould it to create 
attractive enclosures to fit in with the sur¬ 
rounding landscape and the steepness of the 
Castle Hill site. 

But time has taken its toll on the struc¬ 
tures and now repairs are needed to help 
the zoo continue to use some of the build¬ 
ings. 

The attraction has been granted Heritage 
Lottery funding of £1.15 million for the 
work. The zoo’s chairlift will also be 
restored as part of the project. 

Under the plans submitted to Dudley 
Council, the entrance, which is used only 
during the busy summer months, will be 
brought back into use, offering access 
through the historic gateway from Castle 
Hill into the proposed new entrance plaza. 

The Station Cafe will be refurbished to 
house an exhibition about Tectons, a new 4- 
d cinema and a shop. The main work is 
expected to start after September next year.

Keeping the classics of

DUE to the release of 
Oscar-winning film The 
Artist silent films have been 
making a big noise with 
moviegoers, leaving audi¬ 
ences clamoring for more. 

In the early days of cinema Char¬ 
lie Chaplin comedies, feature-length 
westerns and cliff-hanging serials 
were all on the 1921 playlist at Mr 
John Revill’s Limelight Cinema, 
Hart’s Hill and is now preserved as 
one of the exhibits at the Black 
Country Living Museum. 

The family-run cinema offered 
tickets for tuppence ha’penny and 
fivepenny a show. 

On Saturday mornings locals 
would queue outside the Limelight 
to buy their penny tickets for the 
children’s matinee. 

Mr Revill built the Limelight Cin¬ 
ema next to his house, in his spare 
time, at a cost of £130.

Tucked away behind a row of 
houses in Vine Street, the cinema 
brought in an extra £2 a week on 
top of Mr Revill’s regular income as 
an engineer at Cartwright & Crad¬ 
dock. 

Andrew Lovett, Director and 
Chief Executive of Black Country 
Living Museum said: “All the family 
would be involved. Mrs Revill sold 
the tickets. Mr Revill and nephew 
Leslie Ball operated the projectors 
and eldest daughter, Maud, pro¬ 
vided the soundtrack - using a 
wind-up gramophone.” 

In 1926 Mr Revill extended the 
cinema, installing 18 tip-up seats 
and two gas radiators to provide a 


little extra comfort. The projection 
room was enlarged and the two old 
projectors traded in for two Kamm 
models, a Motiograph and an Eme- 
mann. 

In 1927 Warner Brothers released 
The Jazz Singer which was 
regarded as the first of the talkies. 

The writing was on the wall for 
the Limelight cinema. In 1929 prof¬ 
its fell and by June of that year the 
Limelight cinema had made losses of 
more than £12. Luxury cinemas had 
opened in Dudley and Brierley Hill, 
and after a disastrous first week in 
July John Revill closed the doors on 
the Limelight. 

BCLM bought the cinema in 
August 1993 and its new home 
closely resembles the original Hart’s 
Hill setting. The interior has been 
refitted as closely as possible to how 
it looked after the 1926 extension 
was built. The original internal 
colour scheme has been reapplied 
and replica benches created.

WORK costing £1 million to 
replace cremation facilities at 
Gornal Wood Cemetery and Cre¬ 
matorium will begin next month. 

Dudley Council is making the investment 
as the existing cremators are nearing the 
end of their working life. 

The work is needed to meet new govern¬ 
ment requirements to cut down emissions 
of mercury, which come from dental fillings. 

The council has assured families that cre¬ 
mations will still be able to take place while 
the work, which is due to start in April, goes 
on. It is hoped the work will be completed 
by the end of September. 

The council says it will also take the 
opportunity to redecorate the chapel and 
install a sheltered, waiting area outside the 
building. 

Councillor David Stanley, said: “We fully 
recognise the importance of continuing to 
allow families to arrange funerals at the cre¬ 
matorium and for this reason all efforts will 
be made to ensure cremation services can 
take place at Gornal throughout the 
works.” 

The local authority plans to put in two 
new cremators, with council chiefs paying 
them off at £120,000 a year from 2013/14, 
completing the repayments 10 years later. 

The plans have been drawn up following 
a review by the Department for Environ¬ 
ment, Food and Rural Affairs, which said at 
least one of the cremators in the borough 
needs to reduce mercury emissions.

NEIGHBOURS around a water 
tower have united to oppose a 
planned 49ft mobile phone mast 
being placed there. 

The group of angry residents claim the mast 
would cause the value of their homes to plum¬ 
met. 

The residents in Wordsley, near Stourbridge, 
are uniting to oppose the plan and say they will 
do everything in their power to stop it. Telefon¬ 
ica 02 and Vodafone want to erect the mast just 
yards from Friars Gorse Water Tower, which is 
owned by Severn Trent. Residents say it is too 
close to their back gardens and would over¬ 
shadow trees that surround the water tower. 

They are gathering a petition and sending 
letters to hundreds of homes urging people to 
object to South Staffordshire Council. 

They say only two households in Ashdene 
Gardens received letters informing them of the 
proposals, which do not require planning per¬ 
mission as the mast would be no taller than 15 
metres. 

Darla Mayer, aged 31, and her husband, Rob, 
live next to the proposed development and are 
leading the protests. 

She said: “This just seems to be such an 
unsuitable location -1 can’t understand why it 
has to be so close to our houses. You will be able 
to see it from our bedrooms, lounge and garden. 
Who would want to buy our house with that 
nearby?”

Opponents lose battle 
to stop housing plans 


PLANS to demolish a derelict 
Dudley pub to create new homes 
have been approved by council¬ 
lors despite protests from nearby 
residents worried about parking 
problems and unruly behaviour. 

The Old Park Inn, on the Russells Hall 
estate, had been vandalised, with windows 
smashed and an arson attack. Neighbours 
had objected to proposals to build 10 three- 
bedroom houses on the land at the junction 
of Middlepark Road and Corbyn Road. 

A petition signed by 33 residents with 
four letters of objection had been handed 
into Dudley Council’s planning department 
ahead of a public meeting recently. 

Their concerns centred on parking and 
traffic congestion which they claim blights 
the estate. 

But the council’s planning committee 
voted to follow officers’ recommendations to 
approve the scheme. Committee chairman 
Councillor Colin Wilson said he agreed with 
planning officers that the scheme would not 
have a detrimental impact on those living 
nearby. The meeting heard the development 
could be used as affordable housing by Mid¬ 
land Heart. 

After the meeting, ward councillor Mal¬ 
colm Davis said he was very disappointed 
with the decision to back the plan. “I’m 
amazed they have not listened to the con¬ 
cerns that people had about this,” he said. 

Resident Marion Smith added: “We were 
not against the development altogether. We 
just wanted fewer houses on the site.”

Leadership and management were good 
and the headteacher and other members of 
the senior leadership team provided “out¬ 
standing” leadership “which has brought 
about sustained improvement in key areas 
of the school’s work,” the report said. 

Head Angela Hannaway said: “It is a 
tremendous achievement for our school - 
we are extremely proud of our children, our 
staff and our community who have worked 
together to achieve this result.”

COUNCIL staff and teachers in 
Dudley forfeited almost £300,000 
in wages from last November’s 
public sector strikes over pension 
reform. 

A Freedom of Information request 
showed that Dudley contributed a large pro¬ 
portion of the £2 million saved in pay across 
the Black Country and Staffordshire, which 
will now be used by councils to offset spend¬ 
ing cuts. 

Staff were given two months to come up 
with other reasons why they might not have 
been in work on the day of the biggest pub¬ 
lic sector strike in more than 80 years, 
which is why the figures have only now been 
released. 

More than 1,500 council workers in Dud¬ 
ley forfeited £135,008, while striking teach¬ 
ers were docked £148,816 in pay, coming to 
£283,824 in total. 

Sandwell Council is offering community 
groups the chance to bid for £15,000 of the 
£217,357 it saved from 3,419 workers elect¬ 
ing to strike. 

Chris Kelly, Conservative MP for Dudley 
South, said: “It was a major strike and had 
a huge impact on public services.” 

During the strikes, which took place on 
November 30, hospitals were forced to use 
senior managers and back office workers on 
reception desks, while striking police civil¬ 
ian staff put pressure on control rooms, 
detention suites and general inquiries 

Schools were closed and parents faced 
major disruption as they had to find alter¬ 
native arrangements for their children. 


Crews tackle foundry fire 

FIRE crews tackled a blaze in the roof of a 
foundry in Lye. 

An explosion in a kiln at Vanguard 
Foundry had sent hot embers into the roof 
at midday on March 12. Workers used extin¬ 
guishers but later smelled burning and saw 
hot embers falling from the ceiling.

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Traffic problems behind 
council’s carwash refusal 


PROPOSALS for a new hand car wash 
and sales forecourt on a busy road linking 
Brierley Hill to the Merry Hill shopping 
centre have been thrown out by council¬ 
lors, who claimed it would increase traffic 
problems. 

Dudley Council also said the business 
would allow dirty water to flow into 
drains and the street. 

The overgrown site, off Level Street, is 
part of land earmarked for a major regen¬ 
eration scheme in the Black Country 
town near The Waterfront. 

Members of the council’s development 
control committee decided to go against 
officers’ recommendations and refused 
the temporary three-year proposal for the 


site at a planning meeting. Firms operat¬ 
ing nearby had lodged objections to the 
proposals stating there would be insuffi¬ 
cient parking spaces for staff and cus¬ 
tomers. 

Similar proposals had been rejected by 
the authority last May - a decision upheld 
on appeal to the Planning Inspectorate. 

But planning officers analysing the 
new application claimed the problems 
with drainage from the site had been 
addressed. 

Members decided to refuse the applica¬ 
tion on the grounds that the extensive 
works needed to create suitable drainage 
on the land would not make a three-year 
approval appropriate. 


Have a mind for fears 


ANN Smith was in her 50s 
when she went to her front 
door with her shopping bag to 
go out one day - and could go 
no further. 

“I couldn’t move - I just wanted to 
huddle out of the way,” said Ann. “I just 
went back in and cried.” 

That was the day agoraphobia - fear of 
open spaces - really set in. 

Ann, now 70, of Dingle Road, Sedgley, 
had always had a happy marriage to 
husband Derek, had worked as a copy 
typist and shop assistant, as well as 
bringing up her two children. Looking 
back, she says there had been a few signs 
before that day. 

There had been times when she was 
Ann Smith at a cooking session 0 ut that she had felt “wobbly - not 



right”. But, after her frightening inci¬ 
dent on the doorstep, she could not go 
out at all. “It was several months after it 
happened that I went to the doctor’s, 
and I remember saying that I felt like I 
was going mad,” she added. 

She was prescribed some tablets for 
anxiety and was recommended to 
contact Dudley Mind, a charity which 
offers support to people with mental 
health problems.

Making wealthy richer and 
the rest poorer is wrong

HOW many people do 
you know in Dudley 
who earn more thanr 
£150,000? 

Yet that’s the group in 
Dudley that the Tories seem 
most keen to help. 

Rather than looking to the 
budget to tackle the highest 
unemployment rate since 
1995, it seems the multi-mil¬ 
lionaire Tories’ priority is a 
tax cut for the super rich. 

George Osborne’s plan to 
cut taxes for those earning 
over £150,000 sends a very 
clear message about the pri¬ 
orities of this Government. 

The unemployment fig¬ 
ures announced in the mid¬ 
dle of every month were 
once a measure of the 
strength of the economy and 
the outlook for growth. 

Now they have become a 
monthly confirmation of the 
Tories’ failing economic 
strategy. 

Nowhere is that clearer 
than here in Dudley where 
the number of young people 
out of work for more than a 
year has risen by 128 per 
cent since January last year. 

They are also cutting 
working tax credits for the 
lowest paid. 

Rather than doing all they 
can to try to help people who 
are trying to work hard and 
do the right thing, the 
changes mean that some 
families will be better off out 
of work. 

That makes no sense for 
the families, no sense for the 
taxpayer and no economic 
sense. 

The budget was an oppor¬ 


tunity for the Government 
to change course. But it’s 
decisions like these - and 
what they say about Tory 
priorities - which make me 
doubt whether we,11 see any 
effort to deal with the worst 
unemployment crisis for a 
generation. 

I’m not pretending that 
any party could come in and 
wave a magic wand to sort 
out the country’s economic 
problems. 

Break 

But Tory policies are mak¬ 
ing a bad situation worse. 
Making the rich richer and 
working families poorer 
shows they’ve got their pri¬ 
orities wrong. 

A Labour budget would 
prioritise jobs above all else. 

A budget which included a 
tax on bankers’ bonuses to 
fund 100,000 youth jobs and 


a tax break for small firms 
taking on extra workers 
could give the economy the 
boost it so desperately 
needs. 

Although Dudley missed 
out on being awarded city 
status last week, the bid was 
far from a waste of time. 

I said from the start that 
the bid should be the cata¬ 
lyst for change and it’s 
strengthened the case for a 
new plan. 

I want to see more jobs 
and investment, higher 
skills, a university campus 
in Dudley and concerts and 
plays in the castle. 

Dating right back to the 
Doomsday Book, through 
the civil war, with our castle, 
Priory and historic town 
centre, we boast a heritage 
other cities could only dream 
of. 

Our town lit the spark 


that fired the Industrial 
Revolution and changed not 
just Dudley and the Black 
Country, but Britain and the 
whole of the world. 

That history needs to be 
an inspiration as we attract 
new industries and new jobs 
for the future. 

Probably the biggest issue 
in my post bag at the 
moment is the Govern¬ 
ment’s NHS reforms. 

Barely a day goes past 
without another batch of 
emails from worried con¬ 
stituents. 

It’s easy to see why. 

Just look at the opposition 
from medical professionals - 
the people who understand 
the NHS better than anyone 
else. 

The British Medical Med¬ 
ical Association, the Royal 
College of Physicians, the 
Royal College of Midwives 
and seven out of 10 doctors 
are all opposed to the 
changes. 

Waiting 

My biggest fear about 
their plans is that they will 
do nothing to improve 
patient care. 

In fact we’re already see¬ 
ing signs that things are get¬ 
ting worse. 

At Russells Hall waiting 
times are up 68 per cent and 
across the country there are 
already 3,000 fewer nurses 
than at the general election. 

Would the money they’re 
spending on this expensive, 
bureaucratic shake-up not 
be better spent taking on 
more nurses and building on 
the improvements we’ve 
seen over the past 15 years?

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To sleep, perchance to dream... 


WITH a summer of sport just round 
the corner, The Sleep Council is 
using National Bed Month (March) 
to call on youngsters and their 
parents to sleep themselves fit. 

“A great night’s sleep is an important part of 
any athlete’s training,” says Jessica Alexander 
of The Sleep Council. 

“Anyone involved in top level sports needs to 
be as concerned with both the amount and 
quality of their sleep as they are with their diet 
and physical training. Good sleep is vital to 
being able to perform at your very best. 

“And, as with any form of sports, exercise and 
diet, good sleeping habits are best started from 
as early an age as possible.” 

As part of its campaign to get youngsters 
sleeping well for summer, The Sleep Council is 
launching a school’s sleep pack to encourage 


primary school pupils to appreciate the value of 
good sleep. “While only the talented few will 
make it to the top, anyone and everyone can 
follow the lead of the world’s most gifted ath¬ 
letes and sleep their way to a top performance,” 
says Jessica. 

“Just as the very best sports demand the very 
best equipment, so too does a great night’s 
sleep. A good bed is as important to successful 
sleep as the right trainers are to the world’s 
fastest sprinters. 

“If you want to ensure the best possible sleep 
environment for your child as they grow, you’ll 
need to replace their bed often enough to keep 
their sleeping ‘equipment’ in tip top condition 
too.” 

Here’s how to tell whether your child’s bed 
needs replacing: 

• Is the bed more than seven years old? 

• Are they still sleeping in a junior sized

‘first bed’ that is now too small for them - do 
their feet stick out at the end? 

• Is the mattress cover torn or stained - or, 
if they have a history of bed wetting, perhaps 
not smelling as sweet as it should? 

• When lying in bed, do they complain of 
being able to feel springs or ridges beneath the 
surface? 

• Does the bed creak and groan when they 
move about? 

• Do they ever wake up complaining of a stiff 
neck or achey back? 

• Is the base uneven or sagging? 

• Are the legs and castors worn or wobbly? 

• Has the bed regularly been used as a ‘tram¬ 


poline’? Mattresses and bed frames may wear 
out much more quickly if they have. 

What happens if you don’t get enough sleep? 
• You could get fat. Since 1992, 13 studies of 
more than 45,000 children have supported the 
inverse relationship between hours of sleep and 
risk of obesity. As children sleep less, they are 
more at risk of becoming obese. In an interest¬ 
ing 2005 study, Reilly reported in the British 
Medical Journal that short sleep duration at 30 
months predicts obesity at age seven years, 
suggesting that poor sleep may have a perma¬ 
nent impact on part of the brain called the 
hypothalamus that regulates both appetite and 
energy expenditure. 

• You won’t look your best. If you want to 
look your best, put a good night’s sleep at the 
top of your list. Research from the University of 
Chicago found sleeping for four hours a night 
for less than a week hits the body’s ability to 


process and store carbohydrates and regulate 
hormone levels. These changes mimic many of 
the hallmarks of advanced ageing. 

• You could get spottier. It’s not just junk 
food that causes spots - hormones have a lot to 
do with it too - especially in early adolescence. 
As lack of sleep can play havoc with your hor¬ 
mones, not getting enough kip could pave the 
way for more zits! 

• You could get stupid. Lack of sleep makes 
it hard to concentrate, can make you clumsy 
and both memory and creativity suffer. You get 
a little stupid, too. Canadian sleep expert Stan¬ 
ley Coren claims you lose one IQ point the next 
day for every hour of lost sleep the night before. 

• It could make you ill. Lack of sleep sup¬ 
presses the immune system making you more 
vulnerable to infections and metabolic and 
hormone changes. In extreme it brings halluci¬ 
nations and difficulty speaking and moving. 


Tips on howto get 
children to nod off 


THERE are several practical hints and tips for 
parents that may help their children with sleep prob¬ 
lems. Talking over worries may well help to put them 
into perspective. - 


• Try to impress on your 
child, the importance of 
sleep and the need for at 
least ten hours (for the 
under 12s) sleep on school 
nights. 

• Encourage regular exer¬ 
cise - 20 minutes three times 
a week will help. 

• Suggest a reduction of 
caffeine intake (in coke 
drinks as well as tea/coffee). 

• Point out that eating too 
much or too little close to 
bedtime - an over full or 
empty stomach - may 
prevent sleep onset, or cause 
discomfort throughout the 
night. 

• Try and get your child 
into a ‘going-to-bed’ 
routine - doing the same 
things in the same order 
before going to sleep can 
help. 

• Ensure a good sleep 
environment - a room that is 
dark, cool, quiet, safe and

comfortable. 

• Make sure the child has 
a comfortable bed. It may be 
time to get a new one - and 
encourage him or her to 
choose it themselves. 

• Don’t give children 
hand-me-down beds. A good 
rule of thumb: if the bed’s no 
longer good for its first user 
it’s not good enough for a 
child either. 

Remember, habits learned 
in childhood often become 
lifetime habits - so make 
sure good sleep habits are 
learned early. 


Snooze facts 
and figures 


• Using a mobile phone 
before going to bed can 
double the time it takes to 
fall asleep according to a 
study by the Sleep Research 
Centre at Loughborough 
University. Reported in The 
Sunday Telegraph, June 17, 
2007. 

• A report by The 
National Consumer Council, 
released July 16 2007, found 
that children who spend lots 
of time in front of the TV and 
computer are more materi¬ 
alistic, argue more with 
their family, have lower self¬ 
esteem and a lower opinion 
of their parents. 

• A 2007 online survey by 
The Sleep Council found 
many youngsters were not 
getting enough sleep during 
the night before a school day 
with nearly one in three (30 
per cent) achieving just four 
to seven hours’ sleep instead 
of the recommended eight to 
nine hours. And almost a 
quarter (23 per cent) admit¬ 
ted they fell asleep watching 
TV/listening to music or 
with other machinery still 
running, more than once a 
week. 

Not surprising given that 
nearly all (98.5 per cent) had 
either a phone, music 
system or TV in their 
bedroom - and two thirds 
(65.3 per cent) had all three! 

• Oxford professor 
Russell Foster claims 
teenagers work better in the 
afternoons and that an extra 
lie-in could help them learn 
more. He claims having to go 
to school before their bodies

• According to a report by 
psychologist Dr Aric 
Sigman, too much telly 
poses an even greater risk to 
the health of youngsters 
than previously thought. 

The report, published in 
the science journal Biologist, 
said watching TV sup¬ 
presses production of the 
hormone melatonin which 
has important functions in 
the immune system, sleep 
cycle and onset of puberty. 

• According to BackCare, 
young, supple backs needs a 
good quality, supportive bed, 
if not more so that an adult. 

Their research has found 
a worrying increase in the 
number of teenagers and 
even younger children suf¬ 
fering from back problems. 

• Sleep deprivation in 
adolescents dramatically 
affects their behaviour at 
school and harms their 
mood, academic perform¬ 
ance and health. Quote from 
Baroness Susan Greenfield, 
professor of pharmacology 
at Oxford University, 
writing in the June 1 2007 
issue of The Times Educa¬ 
tion Supplement.

Audi sets pace in battle for prized saloon markeT 


THE BATTLE for sales in the premium 
mid-sized family saloon market is intense, 
with the majority of customers choosing 
one of three German makes - Audi, BMW 
and Mercedes. 

These three makes accounted for 93 per cent of UK 
premium sales in the UK last year and the competition 
is getting hotter all the time. Audi is first off the start¬ 
ing block with a new Audi A4 saloon and Avant (estate) 
model and shortly BMW will introduce a new 3-Series. 

While the new A4, like all new models is slightly

bigger than the outgoing version, the most significant 
changes are in the engine range. 

Audi is now putting more economical and friendly 
green engines into the A4 range - and there are 110 dif¬ 
ferent models to choose from! Average fuel consump¬ 
tion overall is dropped by 11 per cent and torque has 
also been increased making some of the petrol engines 
very competitive with the diesel versions. 

In all there are three petrol engines and six diesel 
engines. They are all turbocharged and all feature the 
economy start/stop and recuperation systems. 

The most exciting engine, a new 1.8 litre petrol TFSI 
engine pushing out 170 PS was not available for test 
driving at the recent Audi launch, On paper it emits 21 
per cent less C02 than its predecessor attracting a 
VED of £115 a year and running costs of around 43p 
per mile. The official combined mpg figure is around 49 
but that of course is in perfect conditions. 

The diesel range starts with a 134 bhp 2.0 litre four 
cylinder TDI unit that averages 64 mpg, with C02 
emissions of 116 g/km placing it in band C for Vehicle 
Excise Duty. The rest of the range takes in 2.0 TDI 
163PS, a 177 PS version and two very hot 3.0 litre TDI 
engines pushing out up to 245PS. For those who want 


a really ‘hot’ version to rival the BMW M3 there will be 
a RS 4 version in September this year. 

On my road test of the various vehicles the 2 litre 
diesel engines were definitely the most enjoyable to 
drive and are so competent they almost make the 3.0 
litre versions redundant. They offer plenty of power 
ranging from 136PS to 177PS with a choice of six-speed 
manual or multitronic gearboxes. There are Quattro 
four wheel drive versions offered with seven speed S 
tronic twin-clutch also available. Standard equipment 
highlights include 3-zone climate control, cruise 
control, Bluetooth and light and rain sensors. There 
are also the usual three pages of Audi optional extras 
at extra cost! 

The new model feature a new looking bonnet and 
front bumper, with redesigned radiator grille and head¬ 
lamps The cars all feature a new improved electro¬ 
mechanical power steering which makes the car easy to 
manoeuvre at low speeds. 

The cabin is excellent and one of the car’s high 
points; it is elegant and sophisticated. The dash sweeps 
round the driver. There’s a new steering wheel to 
choose from, a new ignition key and the navigation 
system has been much improved with just four buttons 
instead of the confusing eight. Overall there is more 
room in the cabin than in the outgoing model. Only 
minus points are the pedals which are still off-set to the 
right.Across the range the price increase for the new 
models is £200. Prices start at £23,625 for the SE

version of the old 1.8 petrol engine. The new 1.8 litre 
starts at £25,240, diesels range from £26,555 up to 
£38,405. The Avant versions add about an extra 
£ 1 , 200 . 

The A4 comes with a standard three year/60,000 
mile warranty but for £34 a month owners can have 
Audi Complete which covers all services, maintenance 
and a five year/90,000 mile warranty. 

Overall the fresher look of the car will certainly 
attract new buyers and the A4 is significantly cheaper 
than the BMW 3-Series - around a saving of £1,500.

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Big cat ready to pounce 
on sector 


It has already won a handful of awards from 
both car enthusiasts and industry pundits: 
now Jaguar’s new XJ flagship is ‘going large’ 
in the prestige limousine sector. 

Luxury cars don’t come much bigger than the stretched 
XJ, which gives its well-heeled owners plenty of room to 
stretch out in the back and enjoy its climate control, big 
armchairs and TV and audio toys. 

At 5.2 metres, the long wheelbase version is a whole 
134mm longer than the standard XJ, making it so roomy 
that even a former deputy prime minister should be able to 
manage with only one Jag. 

If that isn’t enough of a saving, the three litre diesel 
version provides the effortless performance you’d expect of 
such a car with fuel economy still on the plus side of 40mpg 
and a relatively low emissions figure of 184g/km, better 
than some family hatchbacks. 

That’s party due to its lightweight, all aluminium con¬ 
struction which also sharpens up its handling compared to 
some of its rivals. It also has an aerodynamic, couple-like 
profile which to a degree belies its size. 

The surprise is, though, that the sweeping roofline 
doesn’t rob you of space in the rear, as you sink into the deep 
leather armchairs and stretch out your legs. 

It was a bold move by Jaguar to switch so drastically from 
the iconic XJ outline which has become so familiar over the 
last 40 years. But the bold move proved successful when the 
car became the number one choice for British business 
buyers in its first six months on sale. 

Many such cars are, no doubt, bought by those who prefer 
to travel in the back, their laptops busy on the polished 
walnut tray table in front of them. 

But unlike some of the rolling canal boats in this class in 
the past, the owners will want to be drivers, too. With the 
diesel engine’s whopping 600Nm of torque and a silky 
smooth six-speed automatic, the long wheelbase XK wafts 
along motorways in near silence. 

Roadholding abilities 

But it can also press you back in the seat with 0 to 62mph 
acceleration in six seconds, sweeping smoothly and comfort¬ 
able along twisty A-roads thanks to its inherent roadhold¬ 
ing abilities and a combination of adaptive electronic 
dynamics designed to cope with every eventuality. These are 
fitted not only for safety but to take some of the load from 
the driver - but with systems such as the rapid ‘Happy 
paddle’ gear change the human behind the wheel is still in 
control, and can enjoy the dynamics of a fine, powerful car. 

Whether you’re in the back or the driving seat, the XJ is 
a car capable of carrying its passengers for long distances in 
ultimate comfort, and getting them to their destination 
relaxed and ready for business or leisure. 

At £69,520 the Portfolio model tested isn’t cheap but it is 
competitive in its class, as it does come exceptionally well 
equipped with technical and luxury features as standard. 
The optional extras were principally an upgrade to the rear 
seat entertainment pack, including the TV with two indi¬ 
vidual screens. 

All the technical and safety features, and front and rear 
parking aid cameras, the cruise control and speed limiter to 
keep you legal, and the soft grain leather seats and tinted, 
solar glass are among the very long list of standard equip¬ 
ment. 

The Jaguar also stands up very well to comparisons with 
its principal German rivals, in terms of both performance 
and economy as well as comfort and standard equipment. 

Prices for the long wheelbase XJ start from £58,520 for 
the diesel power ‘Luxury; specification. There is also a 
petrol version powered by the 5.0 litre V8 from the XK 
sports car starting at £70,950 which may well prove to be 
the preferred choice in some of the West Midlands 
company’s export markets. 

But there’s no doubt that the diesel’s combination of 
power, economy and cost-cutting has a very real appeal for 
European executives of today and tomorrow.
